Captain Tells ofSzperienees with 
his Begimeot Aronad VerdoB 
sad the Aisne. 



Under the auspices of the Faculty 
or Law, a lecture by Capt. Dutholt 
vas given last evening in tiie R.V.t?. 
Bean I*e expressed the gratitude of 
the Fàoulty to Capt. Duthoit for his 
kindness- in consenting to address the 
students of McGlII, and he regretted 
that Principal Peterson and several 
members of the Faculty were unahle 
to be present. The Honorable Sli- 
Alexandre Lacoste introduced the 
speaker of the evening, 

Capt, Dutholt expressed hla pleas- 
ure in addressing the students of Mc> 
Gill. It is four years, he aald,^ since 
the civilization of the world~ rose 
against a common enemy. France, as 
well as Britain, was not prepared for 
war, nevertheless It rose as one man, 
and In two or three days, in spite 
of the unexpectedness of the order 
of mobilization, an army of 4,000,'jOO 
was raised and equipped. Tho old 
idea of human brotherhood became 
dominant, everyone gave what little 
bn had to assist in the preparation 
for defence. Even men exempt from 
military service were eager to Join 
the colours, each one seeking for the 
difficult and dangerous positions to 
release others. The women made ev- 
ery sacrifice in their power in order 
to leave men-folk' free to serve their 
country. 

The captain and his men. received 
tliElr baptism of fire at Nleuport, 
where, 'in quiet Intervals, they could 
hear tha-guiiS' of- the 'British" 'fleet 
bombarding Ostend . ;and .^e^rutMii. 
His ôpmpany enjoyed 'a' few ' îiÈï- of 
rest and clvlliised life before being 
moyed to Verdun! whicli hàd become 
the critical point. ■ . 

*hlB was the spot at which it was 
absolutely ncccsaary to keep the Ger- 
mans back, and a few kilometres lost 
or gained meant miich to the Allied 
ormies. The "territorials," men be- 
tween thirty-eight and fifty, had for 
their .tofik tho building of trenches 
and defences, and the bringing, of 
ammunition .and supplies to the ac- 
tive army, whom they serve during 
the night, returning to their dug-outs 
during the day. Blach soldier waa' in* 
t^)>lred by his motto,' "lis ne paweront 
pas." The railway tunnel of Tavan- 
neg was in the neighbourhood of the 
German lines. The men living here 
day and night suffered greatly from 
Viirst, till someone thought of collect- 
ing in bottles the drops of water /fall- 
ing from the roof of the tunnel. Af- 
ter four months in this sector, a third 
of the men were killed, and many were 
111, 80 that ■ they had to be sent for 
a month's rest to a little Flander* 
village. Then the regiment was sent 
to reinforce the offensive of the Aisne, 
very carefully prepared, but the Ger- 
f-nans refused battle, and abandoned 
llieir position.* The reconquered ter- 
rltcry *vas a scene of absolute devas- 
tation, what had not been destroyed 
by shell-tire had.been burnt or out 
(ic'Arn by Ihe Germans, most syatem- 
atlciilly. 

Xmv t!iat the . Germans had . been 
driven back from-' the: Aisne, his re-}!- 
mtiiit t).iriieil to the quieter sector of 
Alsace, that country which,- in spite 
of :ill attempts of Oermanlzation, had 
leinivnod faithful to the land of its 
CMi'ofiUhers, ' Listening posts wrire 
c^iabllshedi, and much, information V.ts 
authored. It was at this time that 
tho captain left the front for a while, 
after having spent more than three 
ytars In the service of his country. 

The I^rench army will stand with 
the Allies till a complete victory is 
assured. 

The Honourable Sir Alexandre T.n- 
ccvle thanlccd the speaker, and called, 
upon M. Fabve Surveyer, who ex- 
pressed his appreciation of the sim- 
ple and Intlmaio sketch êt the iiol- 
dlers' lives and deeds in the trenche3,v 
mentioning the fact that on the spot 
where the captain was np\y standing, 
l;ad been held only a fe^.daya'-befure 
a servlbe for a McGlll professor who 
liCid dliad in Flanders, 

Dean Moyse, In seconding the words 
of M. Fabrei Surveyer, • called atten- 
tion to the fact that oh' that' same 
platform many students of McGill h.id 
received their degrees who had left 
that place to fight and die in Fland- 
ers, from which country thè'n c^taln 
himself comes to speak to the stu- 
dents. J '

The following interesting letter from 
the front has been recently received 
by a member of the Royal Victoria 
College, who has been kind eimugh to 
permit its publication, 

France, 
Dec. 6, 191T. 

Dear , I have at last arrlve'd at 

my battalion. Since last writing you 
I have been all over the section of 
France behind our lines, ' In about 20 
different towns or villages. First-of 
all at B.45 a.m., we were chased out 
of our nice damp tent, so that our 
li.atman could pack and get our rolls 
ready in the orderly room. We march- 
ed the men down to the troop train, 
box cars for the men, and thlrd-cUi.ss 
cars for the officers. Moat of the of 
fleers' cars had only window open 
Ings, as the glass was broken; no 
heat whatever, and plenty of cold 
and rain. After about 6 hours' tra- 
vel we reached our destination. On 
the way up we saw a tank park, with 
about ^10 tanks; some of them looked 
an if they were in for repairs. 

'We~ carried our lunch In a cloth 
sack, and ate it "en route." On .or 
rival wo counted our men and turned 
them over, hiked to report, and tlien 
to find the mess. Later we were 
given our billets. Mine "was- a farm 
hoiise' and on entering I was greeted 
by' much odour and innumerable 
youngaterB|tiV}îS,«,;,appcared from un- 
der the table-and behind the stove, 
like rabbits. I got to my room some- 
how, in which was a. double bed about 
four teet. thick. We werolupJLùndèr. 
Iho stars nil right. Later. I 'Went 
down stairs and made the actiualnt- 
.ince of two very dirty children. Mad- 
ame had to give ihc some coffee, and 
I became Inspired and began to talk 
French. 

In the morning we were ordered to 
report to our divisional wing, a mfre 
sixteen miles "away, via' route march. 
We were unlucky in only getting a 
lift for' 6 miles. I was carrying a 
heavy havysrsacH, respirator, steel 
helmet and waterbottle; however, we 
eventually arrived at 5.15 p.m., only 
to find that our sector had moved 
out four hours earlier, and we were 
about as welcome as a skunk at a 
garden party. Our greeting was, 
•Have you had lunch?" "Yes," wc 
replied. "That's good, for we've nr,- 
tl'lng for you, and no qiiarterj; you 
l;ad better go on to your own bunch." 
This wc declfned to do, as it was dark 
at four, and there were 10 miles movn 
to go. We spent the night In one 
of the men's huts on the soft and 
comfortable floor. Wo had a stove 
till we went for out kits, but when we 
had found that they had been sent 
away, and returned again, wo also 
found that someone had pinched our 
stove. 

Next morning we'resumed our hike, 
and fortunately got a ride aU tne 
way in ah ambulance. It was a good, 
trip, and* very interesting, as we 
passed through some reconquered ter- 
ritory. It is only a series of holes and 
trenches now, with plies of bricks 
where houses once stood, and- stumps 
where trees once grew. 

After reporting wo found a scar- 
city of billets, so we put up • in the 
mess. I was foreman of a street 
cleaning crew, and we made quite a 
tine Job. All the water was draining 
off nicely when I noticed a regular 
Niagara coming down. On Investiga- 
tion it was caused by the "madames". 
dumping ; out' the water on to the 
street, and also the kitchen cleanings. 
Their habits are not pleasant In this 
respect. 

' We paid a short visit to the first 
town I have seen that resembles civil- 
ization, and I .iîad a, bath, with lo(s of 
water, and later some champagne. 
Then we again received moving or- 
ders. Our present' quarters are a 
hut with no fuel except what the bat- 
man can steal. We sleep, eat and ;lc 
our business therein. I sleep on the 
floor, as there are not enough cots, 
and Idlest the toss. 

We move again soon Into rest bli- 
Irts, which sure Is some luck for me, 
as 1 can then get' acquainted with 
my men,>y(uid learn some of tho ne- 
cessary "education J for tho line. MuJ 
is awful^. It gets into everything. It 
Is liquid In form, and you wade In It 
continually, for few places have such 
conveniences as sidewalks. The most 
noilcealile thing here is the general 
cheerlness. ' The men are wondert 
when you consider that they have to 
live In haylofts, sleep In their clothes, 
and have a hard time keeping -warm.

"I cannot apply myself to such little things as college studies 
In these days of national peril." 

This remark from a fellow student made us wonder if, as stu- 
dents, we really have the proper vicAvpoint. Under no circum- 
stiances would we, in the slightest degree, say aught to detract from 
the glory of the man whose patriotbm ^ has brought him within 
gnnshot of the Huns. He has answered the oall. in a manner that 
appeared to him as his duty. 

But, need we say it again, the soldier must be clothed and 
fed. Not only this, he must be furnished with the machinery and 
implements of war. This necessitates a huge army of workers, 
not alone to replace those men who have gone, but to man the new 
industries on the existence of which depends our siiecessful prose- 
cution of. the war, and our fate as a nation. Under these circum- 
stances, should the man wielding tho hammer, or setting the lathe, 
find his work irksome merely because it is les.s spectacular than 
firing a gun! That would be patriotism of a very low order; nay, 
it would be rank egotism, for it would be valuing the glamour of 
)>attle, and the shallow joy of popular approbation, higher than the 
{Opportunity for service. 

The war has already resulted in industrial and financial 
problems of a magnitude never before conceived of. These pirob- 
lems are growing in number and importance with the passing of 
every day. The longer the war lasts, the more insistent they will 
become. Their solntion will depend upon the students of to-day — 
jthé citizens of to-morrow. 

If ever there was a call for men who can make successful cap- 
ttiiis of industry, who can skilfully mould public opinion, and men 
who are capable of leading men, that call will, after the termina- 
tion of this war, go forth with the voice of. thunder. Already there 
is a crying need for men technically trained. Already the govern- 
3nent is looking everywhere for persons qualified to fill executive 
positions. With the return of the Tommies and the consequent 
maladjustment of labor, and with the reorganization of industries 
which a cessation of hostilities at any time must necessitate, the 
need for such men must be, at least temporarily, multiplied mani- 
fold. 

With all this , in -view, are studies justly deserving of being 
called "little things," and are college courses trivial! Is not to- 
day, of all days, one for earnest preparation, and for intense appli- 
cation! Bight now is the time to decide. Either our work in the 
college is well worth doing, and worth doing well; or— we have no 
business being here at all. — Adapted from the Minnesota Daily.

All Moscow is distorted by ec- 
centricity; the hand of a madman is 
visibly upon It. Not only the archi- 
tect, but, I doubt not, the incalcul- 
able brain of Ivan the Terrible, gave 
Its Insane dlscordaoey to the Church 
of Vasslly Blajeuny, with its rapt 
disequilibrium roof, a dancing Der- 
vish whirled at last Into fixity. The 
Kremlin is like the evocation of' an 
Arabian sorcerer, caUed upon out of 
the mists and snows of the nortli; and 
the bells hung in ' these pagoda-like 
belfries seem, to swing there in a 
lost paradox, as If to drive away the 
very demons that have fixed them in 
mid-air. .

2 cup^ luke-warm water*. 
1 tablespoon salt

1 ' cake Flelschman's yeast. 

Dissolve the yeast in the luke-warm 
water. Add 2% cups rye flour. Beat 
well. Put In a warm place to rise 
for about two hours. 'Wlien light add 
the wheat flour and the lard, and the 
remainder 'of the rye. flour and salt. 
Keep tho dough mther soft Knead 
until smooth, lot rise to double its 
'bulk, mould into loaves, and let rise* 
again until light. . Bake In', a moderate 



CORNELL ROWING DOUBTFUL. 

Coming closely after the announce- 
ment that Syracuse wag forced to 
abandon rowing thld year because of 
fdllure to get coal to keep tbe gym- 
nasium warm enough to permit the 
oarèmen to practice on the rowing 
machines, Js an intimation from Ith- 
aca that Cornell will be forced to 
give up the effort of forming a 'Var- 
sity crew. Cornell has been trying 
to get some definite Information from 
other colleges about their rowing 
plans, but not one has been able to 
outline any schedule. 

As ' Cornell will close next Spring 
one month earlier than usual, the 
rowing season may be cut. down con- 
siderably. It was during May and 
June that Cornell planned to hold its 
dual ' regattas. , 'Another reason why 
the Cprnelllans may have to give up 
dual races, is that Coach Charles 
Courtney is not physlcially able to 
give the oarsmen the attention he has 
in the past.' Last season the Cornell 
coach turned over most of the activé 
work with the crews to John Collyer, 
but Collyer has entered the Govern- 
ment service, and will not be avail- 
able. This leaves Cornell without an 
active rowing «oach. 

The army- and navy have taken 
practically all of the experienced oara- 
ihen at Ilhaca, and it would require 
more coaching than usual to get a 
•Varsity crew into shape. As Cornell 
has made a . special effort to continue 
all intercollegiate comifetJtioi^ there 
is general regret that rowing cannot 
be upheld. The only 'chance for the 
sport Is ithat one or two colleges 
agree to row dual races early In the 
season, and •that : the Ithacans get a 
graduate coach tb^help out Courtney. 

The decision of a leading competi- 
tor like Cornell to give up rowing 
would have a bad effect on the sport, 
and the Ithacans In the past are 
anxiously awaiting the final of the 
rowing authorities. Cornell has been 
the most successful of the colleges on 
the rowing- authorities.

KETIOENOE MEANS 
CONSERVATION. 

—T. J. C. 



Can it be that McGlira power plant 
wishes to notify the community of 
such a splendid efficiency In opera 
tion that .it can afford to blow-off to 
its heighbouira? From a mechanical 
point of view this question would at 
once appear to be a paradox because 
there is actually no limit to the ef- 
ficiency desired in such plants. And 
from the neighbours' point of view, 
there is just one attitude: efficiency 
or no efficiency, let there be peace! 

The matter stands as follows: A 
certain boiler Un McGlir« power 
plant persists in blowlng-off during 
the hours of eleven and twelve every 
night. It ia more than likely that 
this performance is repeated often 
during the night, although the com 
plaints with reference to It specify 
this as the time when most annoy' 
ing. The complaints are from real' 
dents on University and other near' 
by streets. In Wealeyan College, to 
those studying or trying to establish 
their place in the kingdom of sleep, 
It Is the source of mutih outrlghx 
speaking. 

At such a time as thisi when our 
Government has been compelled to 
issue such a serious edict as the clos- 
ing down of industry to conserve fuel, 
it is more than a crank's whim to 
suggest that any such evident waste 
is not to bo tolerated. The average 
duration of blowlng-off has benn as- 
certained to be around one minute and 
a half. To produce the amount of 
steam allowed to go to waste In this 
time upder the conditions of this 
plant, around one' hundred lbs. of coal 
would be heeded on the basis of six 
pounds of coal to evaporate one pound 
of water. This is not much by it' 
self; but should the performance OC' 
cur frequently it would be. an item 
worth watching. 

It Is Just as easy for the unini 
tlated to talk In general terms about 
steam plant economy as It is diffl 
cult for the plant superintendent to 
keep down plant expenses. Tet those 
interested in such matters look to a 
Department of Applied Science to 
create and maintain a power plant 
of the most approved design and ef' 
flclency. Now the complaint herein 
referred to, is contrary to both ap'; 
proved design and efficiency. In the 
first place, it Is In one respect a 
nuisance to the community in the 
matter of noise. ' ISndugh has been 
said with reference to the Inefficien- 
cy involved. 

Doubtless it Is a matter of firing. 
Good firing,' they tell us, cannot be 
had at the hands of labour now avail 
s.ble: Brains don't shovel, "and will 
not stand boiler room temperatures. 
Yet It Is a fact that the beat brains 
are after money. It is- then reduced 
to a matter of wages. McQlU'a powar 
plant Is by no means alone In facing 
the nver-Increaslng dilemma of se- 
curlni; firemen. In f.^Ct, as a matter 
of lor.dershlp r-nd l.-ndustrial useful 
nnsK it thould be the first to offe' a 
solutlcn to tho problem. Possibly an 
Increp-ue in WiiKca would be the 
ntcatib of gettliiK more out of five 
mon In the \vay uf economical firing. 
EconoTji'.cal 'iiinR means less fuel- to 
liu l>ou£,'ht, mill the money thus saved 
Is enjoyed by the honest labourer, 
Indu.'itry ii in need of such leadef <

In 1840 he went as Ambassador 
London, where he received a great 
reception. Peraonally Gulzot waa 
highly honoured during his stay in 
England. But at the same time Eng- 
lF.nd joined In an alliance which 
aeemed to menace France. Both 
Louis-Phlllppe and Gulzot desired to 
maintain peace In Europe; the war- 
like Cabinet of Thiers was turned out 
of of flee, nominally aa Minister of For- 
eign AfCain, but practically aa Priiae 
Minister. 

Ouiiot romaiaed ia power for eialit 
years— a long term of office compar- 
ed with that of moat of bia predocea- 
sora. In the ten ycara from 1810 to 
1(40 there had been ten different 
Ministers. 

Concerning Gulsot's character "La 
grande encyclopédie" here aaya: "Ar« 
rived at . tlte summit of hla ambition, 
QulBotJ^howed .a auperb in- 
fatuation for himself, an Invlnelble 
u version for all change and all evo- 
lution, political or social, an absolute 
and almost systematic disregard of 
the needs of the time. His programme 
consisted simply in maintaining peace 
abroad :ind the order of things -as- 
tabllshcd In 1815; and at Home tne 
charter of 1830 and the Social State 
on which It was based. It is from 
never having wished to depart from 
this, policy that he rendered Inevit- 
able the Revolution of 1848. In 1842 
Gulaot's Government was sustained ai 
the polls. But the tide was beginning 
to set In against ,him, and against 
liOuls-Philippe. The workmen' were 
agitating and Socialism was begin 
ning to show its head. In vain did 
the opposition chief, Thiers, plead 
v,-ith the Government that a moderate 
measure of reform was the only hope 
CÎ the dynasty. To make matters 
worse the heir to the throne, the Duke 
of Orleans, and the hope of tho dy- 
rissty, a man who had gained some 
popularity on account of his liberal 
opinions, died and a very unpopular 
man the Duke de Nemours, was 
chosen to succeed aa heir. This 
episode greatly reduced the chanoca 
for the survival of the dynasty of 
July. The opposition to the Gov 
omment grew stronger, and the op- 
ponents of the Government eveii went 
to the length of carrying on a cam- 
paign by means of banquets. Even 
thia was not enough to warn those 
in authority. 

But finally storm , became too 
strong, and Gulzot waa compelled to 
buw before it. On the 23rd of Fobru 
nry, he handed the King hla resig 
nation. LouIs;Phllippe now saw clear 
ly the trend of affairs.' Thiers, Odiloh 
and Barrot were In turn called on to 
take the helm of State, and the King 
promised to make any concession do 
manded, but It was too late. At last 
Louis-Philippe threw up the spong'J. 
abdicated in favour of Count de 
Paris, and fled to England at the .-.?e 
of 76, and after a reign of 18 years 
One of tho first acts of Gulzot on 
coming to power In 1840 had been to 
place strong fortifications around 
the City of Paris. The Duke of Wel- 
lington wrote to Gulzot, "Your for 
tificattons of Paris have closed the 
era of wars, of Invpalon and rapid 
marching on Capitals, which Napo- 
leon opened." "They have almost 
done for you what the ocean doea for 
us. If the Sovereigns believe me, 
they will do as much. I know not 
whether wars will be thus rendered 
shorter or less murderous, but thoy 
will Infallibly be less revolutlonar.v. 
You have rendered, by tys example, a 
great service to the security of na- 
tions and the order of Europe. 

On the first of March Gulzo' Joined 
his royal master In Epgland, where 
he remained until the next year, when 
he reappeared in France, announcing 
his presence by two pamphlets en- 
titled "Democracy and France," and 
"M. Guiaot and his Friends," IJut 
he never again entered Parliament. 

Gulzot occupied himself now with 
writing, attending Synod meetings 
„.jd meetings of the French Academy, 
of which he had been a member 
jliice 1836. He published a Hlatory 
of the Protectorate of Oliver Crom- 
well and the re-establlshment of the 
Stuarts, and also one on "Monk, or 
the fall of the Republic." A study 
of his friend "Sir Robert Peel," fol- 
lowed these. Synod meetings all 
found Gulzot on the side of .Ortho- 
doxy. His conservatism in religion 
was Just as Inflexible as his conser- 
vatism in poUtlcs. Gulzot consecrat- 
ed a great deal of his Ume to the 
study of theology and morals, as for 
Instance his: "Meditations on the 
Present State of the' Christian Re- 
ligion," and "Meditations and Moral 
Studies." 

Ouiaot's "Mémoires pour servir a 
,'histblre de mon temps," were com- 
pleted "in 1888. and are one of the 
best sources of French Political His- 
tory In the 19th Century., 

He still enjoyed considerable in- 
fluence in the political world, though 
only Indirectly. In 1861 he waa op- 
posed to the French intervention l»i 
Italy, and, surprising as coming from 
a Protestant, he declared himself as 
in favour of maintaining the tem- 
poral power of the Pope. 

During the Franco-Prussian War 
Gulsot wrote numerous letters to 
the Times on the situation. He Im- 
plored England not to allow the dio-

athletics here. Over 625 invitations 
were sent out by the board to every 
man in the Institution who had had 
previous athletic experience of any 
sort. About 450 attended the affair. 



PENNSYLVANIA.: Because, of the 
great inroads that have been made 
upon the Pennsylvania State College 
undergraduate body by the war, It 
has been necessary to piece out al- 
moat an entirely new basketball five 
here this year. 



KANSAS: Outplaying her oppon- 
ents In every department of the 
game, the University of Kansas bas- 
ketball team won Its third consecu- 
tive Missouri Valley Conference Bas- 
ketball game from the Drake Uni- 
versity with a 61 to 24 score. 



MICHIGAN: Univ. of Michigan's 
first athletic contest with Ohio State 
University since 1913 resulted in a 
victory (or the Buckeyes here in a 
Western Conference basketball game 
by a score of 37 to 7. At no time was 
the game In doubt, the Ohio men 
having a safe lead throughout the 
contest. 



MINNESOTA: The University of 
Michigan met with Its fourth consecu-

memberment of France. But Gulzot 
was now growing old. He was over 
eighty years of age, and . practically . 
forgotten by tho rising generation, so 
that his advice did not have much 
effect on affairs. It was at this tlino 
that Gulzot wrote his famous "His- 
tory of France," completing only 
four volumes. Like Macaulay, he died:: 
before finishing his task. . 

Francois Gulzot died at Val Richer 
on Oct. 12th, 1874. 

Gulzot'a Idea of History, as con- 
tained in the Preface to hla History , 
of France, might be Interesting: 

"Every bistor}' is one vast, long 
drama. In which events are linked 
together according to defined laws, . 
and in which the actors play parts 
not ready made and learnt by ' heart, \ 
parts depending in fact, not only up- 7 
on the accidents of their birth, but 
also upon their own Ideas and their 
own wills. There are In the history ' 
oC peoples two sets of causes essen- 
tially different, and, at the same time, 
closely connected; the natural causes 
which are set over the general cour.se 
of events, and the unrestricted causes 
which arc incidental. Men do not 
make the whole of history; it has 
laws of higher origin; but in his- 
tory men are unrestricted agents 
who produce for it results and ex- 
ercise over it an Influence for which 
they are responsible. 

Intraduetjon to Hia History of 
Franca. 

His opinion of Napoleon is inter- 
esting for its own sake, and'' also aa 
throwing a sidelight on Gulzot'a own 
character: 

"Since I have taken any share in 
the Government of men," says Gulzot 
In his mémoires, I learned to do jus- 
tice to the Emperor Napoleon,, a gen- 
ius of Incomparable activity, and 
power, to be admired for his honour 
of disorder, his profound instincts of 
Government, and his energy, rapid- 
ity and success, as a reconstructor of 
the isocial system: a genius, how- 
ever, without bounds or restraint that 
would receive . neither from God nor. 
man any limit to his desllres or will, 
and therefore remained revolution- 
ary when opposing the revolution; of 
superior intelligence Vith .^ rega gg^ 
the general conditions of soolot 
with only an imperfeét, or sball I. 
say coarse?, understanding of . the 
moral wants of human nature, and at 
one -time doing them Justice with 
sublime good sense, at another mis- 
understanding and outraging th'em , 
with Impious haughtiness. His name i 
will remain greater than his works; 
the most brilliant of which, his con- 
quests, immediately and entirely dis- 
appeared with himself. While pay- 
ing homage to his greatness, I am 
not sorry that my appreciation of him 
was only in his last days, or after 
his removal. Under the Empire, In 
my opinion, there waa too much ar- 
rogance of power, and too much dis- 
dain of right or Justice, too much re-

in Men's Dress 

THE évblutidmpfââothes from the dawn 
of history' tâfuwfwiicicncy tailoring' of 
today is one series of radical changes. The 
earliest man adorned his hair with, feathers 
' and his'bàck widi skins. About 2500 B.C.' thé 
Egyptian dressed in a gown of linen. With 
the cominGTof horses, about 850 B.C., the gown 
became a divided skirt. The traders of the 
Mediterranean first introduced breeches into 
Britain;

1 The costumes of the Thirteenth Century 
-were rich and simple, but the Fifteenth Cen- 
tury was an era of extravagance. It was then 
that gloyes became known, and a tailor was 
first spoken of.

. the frills ana ruffs pf Spaiiulf. origin. These 
. picturesque styles continued bto the Seven- 
teenth Century. 

Ï Today, men's dress might almost be termed 
a uniform, for all civiftzeS countries wear 
pretty much the same mode of garment. 
H Medieval dress comes to us from the Bible, 
■ where wè'àire toldrthat the Lord made coats 
of skin and cidthèd Adam and Eve. 
H The trousered and the untrousered days were 
measured in the days of the Roman Invasion. 
Britons were forced to adopt the costume of the 
conquerors, but the colder. British dimate was 
unsuited to the classic. tu méandimantle. 
H The Anglo-Saxon «StumPSf' 436 A.D. is 
still represented by the kilts of HiKhlanderg.

A gentleman wore a wig tied with a black 
satin bow, full-skirted coat in flowered design, 
opened to show''a dainty cravat, wsistcoat 
embroidered, loose breeches beribboiied at, the 
knee, with stockings of aille and buckled shoes.
